INTRODUCTION. 


City  Clerk's  Office, 

Nov.  18,  1901. 

This  volume  contains  an  exact  transcript  of  the  first 
270  pages  of  Book  III.  of  the  Old  Records  of  the  Town  of 
Fitchburg,  Mass.,  including  the  town  meeting  and  select- 
men's records,  beginning  with  a  warrant  dated  April  20, 
1796,  for  a  town  meeting  to  be  held  May  9,  1796,  ending 
with  the  report  of  the  selectmen  upon  the  division  of  the 
school  money  for  the  year  1809,  made  out  December  4, 
1809.     The  amount  expended  that  year  was  $640.00. 

With  this  volume  we  present  a  portrait  of  Capt.  Israel 
Turner,  from  a  painting  owned  and  loaned  by  Miss  Nancy 
Phillips ;  also  a  portrait  of  Rev.  Samuel  Worcester,  from 
an  engraving  the  original  of  which  was  painted  by  Samuel 
F.  B.  Morse  of  electric  telegraph  fame,  when  Mr.  Worces- 
ter was  about  forty  years  of  age. 

There  are  two  pages  of  manuscript  reproduction  pre- 
pared by  the  Heliotype  Printing  Company  of  Boston, 
Mass.  The  photographs  in  these  cases  were  prepared  by 
J.  C.  Moulton,  photographer,  of  this  city. 

The  printer's  copy  for  this  volume  was  prepared  by 
Miss  Bessie  J.  Davis. 

The  work  of  printing  has  been  executed  by  the  Senti- 
nel Printing  Company'  in  their  usual  careful  manner,  and 
the  index  has  been  prepared  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.

Pasture  is  rendered  very  uncomfortable,  &  the  pros- 
pects of  his  Usefullnefs  among  them  greatly  impaired,  yet 
taking  into  view  ye.  continuing  &  even  increafing  attach- 
ment of  ye.  Church  to  Mr  Worcester  the  Union  which  sub- 
fists  among  those  who  have  not  seperated  themfelves  to 
other  Denominations,  &  the  chearfull  readinefs  of  Mr.  Wor- 
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cesters  Friends,  exprefsed  by  the  Committee  of  the  Church 
to  submit  to  ye  increased  burden  of  his  Support,  we  can- 
not conceive  that  it  will  be  promotive  of  ye  interests  of 
Religion  [13?)]  in  general  or  the  wellfare  of  this  particu- 
lar Society  that  Mr  Worcesters  pastoreal  Relation  to  them 
should  be  difsolved  and  we  feel  our —  bound  to  recom- 
mend to  Mr.  Worcester  that  he  submit  still  longer  to  the 
inconveniences  of  his  Situation,  trusting  in  that  God  who 
can  change  our  darkest  prospects,  &  increase  the  confola- 
tives  of  his  Suffering  Servants  in  propotion  to  their  Tri- 
als, We  have  not  been  inattentive  to  the  fair  Profpects 
which  invite  Mr.  Worcesters  Removal,  &  the  Sacrifice 
which  he  is  called  to  make  by  a  compliance  with  this 
request,  yet,  believing  that  ye.  greatest  Good  in  his  view 
is  the  interest  of  Religion,  we  doubt  not  his  ready  com- 
plyance  with  what  we  now  unitedly  recommend  to  him 
as  the  path  of  duty.  We  are  not  infenfable  that  this 
refult  is  very  defirent  from  ye.  expectations  of  many,  but 
we  perfuade  ourfelves  ye  propriet}-  of  it  will  be  obvious 
to  those  who  take  a  serious  view  of  the  refpectable  num- 
bers of  this  Church  warmly  attached  to  Mr  Worcester

gious &  immorral  conduct  —  that  his  discharge  of  the 
duties   of   the   Christian    mineftry,   has   ben    apparently   so 
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faithfull  &  so  faultlefs,  and  that  while  he  has  been  offi- 
cially Set  for  the  defence  of  the  Gospell,  he  has  contended 
so  earnestly,  &  for  ought  that  appears  to  the  Contrary, 
so  discreatly  for  the  Faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints, 
We  most  earnestly  supplicate  for  him  ye  anointings  of 
divine  Grace,  the  Confolatives  of  habitual  Communion 
with  his  ever  present  Redeemer,  Such  acceptance  with  the 
people  of  this  Town  as  will  render  his  labours  extenfively 
ufefull,  &  a  happy  probation  for  a  triumphant  exchange 
of  ye  afflictions  of  this  state  of  trials,  for  the  Joys  of  a 
better  world.  We  are  confident  that  he  will  not  shrink 
from  the  faithfull  Labours,  or  be  removed  from  ye  firm  & 
inflexible  defence  of  the  glorious  Gospel  of  Christ,  to 
whatever  conflicts  he  may  be  reduced,  in  this  day  of 
growing  Scepticism  &  enfidelit}-,  &  that  he  will  continue 
Stedfast,  immovable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of 
the  Lord,  under  the  strong  afsurance  that  his  Labour 
shall  not  be  in  vain  in  the  Lord.  The  Council  are  ex- 
treamly  happy  to  find  this  Church,  as  a  branch  of  ye 
Kingdom  of  our  dear  Lord,  so  apparenth-  efcablish  in  the 
faith,  so  united,  so  affectionate,  &  so  faithfull  in  holding 
fast  the  word  of  Truth,  &  maintaining  ye  all  important 
concern  of  the  disciplinary  purity  of  Christs  house.  We 
congratulate  them  on  the  pleasing  Symtoms  of  ye  pres- 
ence of  God  with  them,  by  which  they  are  influenced  to 
arise  &  trim  their  Lamps,  &  to  stand  as  a  part  of  the 
Hosts  of  the  Lord,  in  oppofition  to  that  flood  of  demor- 
alization &  error  which  threatens  to  inundate  ye  Land. 
We  exhort  them  to  put  on  bowels  of  mercy  towards  those

pinefs  of  ye.  Town  —  in  the  advancment  of  true  Religion 
here,  or  y!  augmentation  of  any  well  formed  hopes  of 
future  Glory.  Though  it  is  not  the  province  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  determine  any  legal  Questions  respecting  any  prop- 
erty which  is  deamed  common,  &  they  have  no  inclination 
to  interfere  with  any  of  the  civil  or  religious  Rights  of 
any  Individuals,  or  bodies,  yet,  they  beg  lieve  to  Suggest, 
that  they  are  of  opinnion  that  the  Church  ought  not  to 
be  denied  those  accomedations,  for  the  celebration  of  such 
ordinary  acts  of  Worship  and  Duty,  as  have  been  confid- 
ered  as  afsential  to  its  Exiftance  and  prosperity'  from  its 
foundation.  The  Council  cannot  give  an}-  countenance  to 
those  irregular  &  equivocal  meafures  which  appear  to 
have  been  adopted  to  strip  ye.  Church  of  its  Previledges 
in  this  refpeet  &  to  take  from  them  a  pasture  apparently 
so  dear  to  them,  we  hope  that  so  unhappy  a  precedent 
will  not  be  drawn  into  General  indulgance.

ing his  Ordination,  for  the  time  then  due ;  and  after  wards 
from  that  period  Annually.

The  committee  that  was  appointed  to  draft  a  protest, 
or  remonstrance,  against  the  Installation  of  the  Rev'.1  Ti- 
tus. T.  Barton,  made  their  report  as  follows,  viz. 

To  the  Ecclesiastical  Council  which  ma}r  be  convened 
for  the  Installation  of  the  Rev*?  Titus  Theodore  Barton 
over  an  aifsoeiation  nominally  Hopkinsian,  a  minor  part 
of  this  Corporation. 

We  the  Town  of  Fitchburg  in  Town  meeting  afsem- 
bled,  Protest  against  youx  proceeding  to  said  Installa- 
tion ;  and  as  the  basis  of  this  Protest  we  afsign  the  fol- 
lowing reasons,  derived  from  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law. 

The  conftitution  of  the  Commonwealth  while  it  gives 
the  utmost  consistant  indulgence  to  the  rights  of  con- 
science, empowers  the  Legaslature  to  require  every  mans 
attendance  on  the  publick  Worship  of  Almighty  God,  and 
to  enact  laws  for  the  regulation  of  religious  Societies. 
The  laws  thus  made  in  persuanee  of  Constitutional  au- 
thority, contemplate  every^  Town,  undivided  into  parishes, 
preeints,  districts  and  religious  Societies,  as  a  Corporation 
for  the  management  of  all  ecclesiastical  concerns.  The 
town  of  Fitchburg  is  of  that  description,  and  are  now 
engaged  in  a  course  of  regular  proceeding  for  the  Settle- 
ment of  a  Gospel  Minester.  The  persons  over  whome  the 
Installation  of  the  Rev*?  Titus.  T.  Barton  is  proposed,  are 
a  minor  part  of  that  corporation ;  the  induction  into 
office  of  a  minester  over  the  minority  of  a  regularly  con- 
stituted society  is,  we  deem,  an  unwarrantable  and  un- 
precedented invasion  of  the  liberties  and  rights  of  the 
majority;  it  is,  we  conceive,  in  direct  violation  of  that 
fundamental  rule  in  all  our  inftitutions,  that  the  majority, 
conforming    to    the    Original    prinsaples    of    the    compact, 
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shall  govern,  and  it  is  a  measure  flagrantly  irregular,  and 
compleatly  disorganising. 

Every  citizen  of  the  Commonwealth  is  a  member  of 
a  relijious  Society,  constituted  such  by  Law.  If  an  inhabi- 
tant of  a  Town,  or  a  resident  in  any  parish,  precient  or 
district,  it  is  within  these  Geographical  limits,  or  within  a 
distinct  Society  specially  incorporated,  that  the  civil  power 
authorizes  the  use,  and  protects  him  in  the  enjoyment  of 
all  the  rights  and  priveledges  appertaining  to  publick  wor- 
ship. But  if  he  difsents  from  the  regularly,  constituted 
society  in  which  he  is  included,  he  may  attach  himfelf  to 
any  other  Sect  or  denomination,  "and  on  his  producing  a 
formal  certificate  of  his  attendance  on  a  public  Teacher  of 
that  other  Sect  or  denomination,"  he  may  have  the  tax 
affesed  upon  him  transfered  to  his  own  Instructor.  But 
for  a  number  of  difsenters  to  combine  against  the  Will  of 
the  body  politic,  of  which  they  are  a  part,  and  in  the 
Settlement  of  a  minester  to  afsume  and  exercise  the  rights 
given  exclufively  to  the  majority,  is  a  proceeding  Subver- 
sive of  all  order  civil  and  religious.  And  a  Spirit  by  which 
such  a  combination  is  actuated,  is  fitly  described  in  a 
publication  from  the  Church  lately  under  the  pastoral  care 
of  the  Reverend  Samuel  Worcester,  entitled  "Facts  and 
documents"  —  A  spirit  disposed  to  trample  on  all  order 
and  authority,  civil  and  ecclesiastical,  and  to  introduce  un- 
bounded licentiousnefs  and  confusion  into  Church  and 
State." 

To  illustrate  the  truth  of  these  sentiments,  we  advert 
to  the  tranfactions  of  the  same  Church  when  last  afsem- 
bled  under  the  authority  of  this  Corporation  to  manage 
our  civil  and  ecclesiastical  concerns.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Town  on  the  fifth  of  the  present  month  the  said  Church 
protested  against  their  future  taxation  for  any  relejious 
purpose,  and  presented  a  certificate  for  their  exemption, 
and  immediately  after  conbined  their  whole  strength, 
against  [192]  against  the  Majority,  in  a  design  to  pre- 
vent the  raising  of  money  for  supplying  the  Pulpit,  the 
mere  statement  of  this  conduct  is  Sufficient  to  expose  its 
contrariety  to  law,  reason,  and  social  order.  This  instance 
is   not   Solitary.     An    opposition,    Similar  in   every   respect 
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has  ben  frequently  exhibited  during  the  last  three  years. 
Such  disorderly  conduct  has  raised  a  spirit  in  the  Town, 
that  will  not,  probably,  be  allayed  with  any  thing  short 
of  the  peacable  Submifsion,  for  the  future,  of  the  Minority, 
or  of  their  seperation  from  the  Town  in  such  manner  as 
the  laws  prescribe. 

The  Constitution  considers  every  man  in  the  two-fold 
character  of  a  disciple  of  Christ,  and  a  subject  of  civil 
Government:  As  free  to  worship  God,  according  to  the 
dictates  of  his  conscience,  but  as  acquiring  that  freedom 
by  his  conformity  to  such  regulations  as  the  preservation 
and  tranquillity  of  Society  require. 

The  call  of  the  Re\r<?  Mr.  Barton,  and,  as  we  under- 
stand, the  letters  mifsive  for  your  convocation  were  in  the 
name  of  the  First  Church  of  Christ  in  Fitchburg.  This 
rank  it  cannot  at  present  claim  in  a  legal  point  of  view, 
for  being,  unafsociated  with  any  incorporated  body,  it  is 
a  society  wholly  unknown  in  law ;  and  that  it  could  not 
claim  it,  we  think  evident  from  the  following  considera- 
tions. The  statute  of  the  Commonwealth  restricts  to 
Churches  connicted  and  afsociated  with  corporations,  legal 
protection  in  the  use,  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  their  ac- 
customed previleges  respecting  Divine  Worship.  And  where 
parishes,  precincts  and  other  corporations  are  formed  in  a 
town,  the  law  exprefsly  declares  that  the  old  Town  shall 
be  the  first  or  prinfable  parish,  which  would  give  the  rank 
of  first  or  prinfaple  Church  to  the  Church  connected  and 
afsociated  theirwith.  So  far  as  Ecclesiastical  authority 
can  settle  this  question  of  precedence  we  conceive  that  the 
Church  afsuming  the  distinction  of  the  First  Church  of 
Christ  in  Fitchburg,  are  schismatics  from  the  first  regu- 
larly established  Church  in  this  place,  and  that,  therefore, 
your  recognition  of  them  under  that  afsumed  title,  would 
would  be  unwarranted  by  any  Ecclesiastical  Judicatory. 

Upon  these  considerations  we  Protest  against  your 
recognising  the  Church,  nominally  Hopkinsian,  under  the 
appellation  of  the  First 

In  connection  with  this  Solemn  act  and  the  reasons 
for  it,  the  Town  of  Fitchburg,  refpectfulh^  and  unequivo- 
cally afsure  the  Reverend   Council,  that  they  have  not  the 
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least  aversion  to  the  Settlement  of  a  Minester  by  any 
portion  of  the  people  constituted  a  religious  Society  ac- 
cording to  Law.  Without  such  constitution  there  cannot 
be,  in  this  Commonwealth,  a  Society  authorized  to  make 
and  efficient  Settlement  of,  and  provide  legal  Support  for 
a  Minester.  Where  a  Settlement  is  attempted  by  a  minor- 
ity with  party  views,  and  especially  with  avowed  inten- 
tion of  becoming  the  Majority,  the  peace  of  Society  is 
interrupted  and  its  Laws  tranfgrefsed.

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mafsachufetts. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Fitchburg  in  the  County  of  Wor- 
cester in  legal  Town  meeting  afsembled,  beg  leave  to  Re- 
monstrate against  the  Petition  of  Daniel  Putnam  &  oth- 
ers for  an  Act  of  Incorporation. 

The  Petition  sets  forth,  that  Since  the  Ordination  of 
the  Reverend  Mr.  Worcester  in  1797  "A  Baptist  fociety 
and  two  Universal  focieties  were  formed  in  the  Town, 
which  together  formed  a  major  part  of  the  legal  voters  in 
the  Town,  so  that  at  the  two  Annual  march  Meetings  in 
1801  and  1802  no  vote  could  be  obtained  to  afsefs  Mr. 
Worcesters  falary."  The  whole  number  of  persons  in  the 
Town  of  all  denominations  who  are  cleared  from  minis- 
terial taxes  by  certificates,  in  the  manner  required  by  law, 
is    thirty  nine;    not    one    of  these    we    believe  ever  voted 
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against  the  aflesment  of  Mr  Worcesters  falary.  In  respect 
to  difsarters  from  the  Congregationalists  their  is  not,  in 
any  point,  a  meterial  variation  from  the  eireumstances  of 
the  Town  for  a  long  period  before  Mr.  Worcesters  fettle- 
ment.  Exclusive  of  all  difsenters  their  is  a  great  majority 
of  the  Town  in  opposition  to  the  petitioners,  who  Stile 
themfelves  "The  Congregational  Church,"  but  are  here 
and  in  this  vicinity  denominated  "  Hopkinsians,"  and  are 
avowedly  fuch.  Those  acquainted  with  the  true  principles 
of  the  controversy,  both  Clergy  and  Laity,  are  generally 
agreed  that  the  petitioners  are  the  feceders  from  the  Con- 
gregational order  in  this  place.  Occasionally,  as  they  may 
have  conceived  would  best  answer  their  designs,  they  have 
called  themselves  "the  Church" — "The  Church  of  Christ" — 
"  The  first  Congregational  Church" — The  regular  Congre- 
gational Church  "The  Strict  Calvanistic  Church" — and 
"The  regular  Congregational  Constitutional  Church;"  and 
these  tittles  they  have  at  different  times,  afsumed  and  af- 
serted.  The  whole  histor}^  of  the  Church  in  New  England, 
for  a  centry  past  will  not  perhaps,  exhibit  so  much  Ex- 
elesiastical  Tyranny  as  has  [203]  has  ben  displayed  by 
the  Small  body  of  Hopkinsians  in  this  Town  for  the  Short 
space  of  five  years.  They  have  excommunicated  from  their 
fociety  Six  and  Sufpended  from  their  communion  two,  and 
pafs*?  votes  purposely  to  prevent  the  occasional  communion 
with  them  of  persons  in  regular  Standing  in  Congrega- 
tional Churches.  The  characters  of  the  Excommunicated 
and  Sufpended  persons  are  of  estimation  in  fociety,  and 
with  One  exception  are  irreproachable  as  to  morality  and 
general  deportment.  One,  in  particular,  highly  respected 
for  his  examplary  life  and  a  long  course  of  Usefullnefs  in  a 
number  of  Publick  ftations  was,  at  the  venerable  age  of 
Sixty  nine  facrificed  to  their  relentlefs  rigour.  The  Excom- 
municant  above  excepted  from  this  just  description  of  the 
character  of  the  others,  has  ben  restored  to  the  fociety 
from  which  he  was  expelled,  they  refusing  the  restoration 
of  the  others  contrary  to  the  Result  of  a  Mutual  Council, 
a  majority  of  which  was  of  their  own  appointment. 
These  truths  are  manifested  in  Solomn  acts  of  Council, 
and  in  correct  publication  before  the  community.    The  dec- 
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laration  in  the  petition  that  "persons  who  before  had 
been  members  of  the  univarsal  fociety,  with  two  or  three 
others,  were  collected  and  recognized  as  a  Church,"  is  a 
mifrepresention,  the  wickednefs,  of  which  is  agravated  by 
appearances  of  intention.  It  is  observeable  that  the  pe- 
titioners State  that  the  lately  recognized  Church  was 
formed  of  persons  who  before  had  been  members  of  the 
Universal  fociety"  which  can  apply  but  to  One,  they  be- 
fore had  said  there  were  "two  universal  foeieties."  At  the 
time  of  the  Call  of  the  Candidate  refered  to  in  the  peti- 
tion, there  existed  in  the  Town  no  more  than  the  small 
number  of  profefsed  Universalists  who  do  not  interfere  in 
the  management  of  the  Ecclesiastical  concerns  of  the 
Town.  It  is  plainly,  and  without  doubt  designedly,  in- 
sinuated in  the  petition  that  the  Church  now  in  connec- 
tion and  afsociated  with  the  Town  was  composed  from 
among  them.  The  insinuation  is  contemptible  in  the  peti- 
tioners as  Men,  and  is  crimenal  in  them  as  profefsing 
Christians.  The  Town  suppose  that  a  fociety  is  Alluded 
to  by  the  petitioners  that  had  a  temporary  duration 
under  the  name  of  the  "  Fitchburg  Universal  Christian 
Society."  But  this  fociety  was  abolished  soon  after  its 
formation.  And  for  more  than  eighteen  months  proceed- 
ing the  recognition  of  the  Church  now  connected  and  af- 
sociated with  the  Town,  this  Society,  like  many  which 
took  their  rise  in  times  of  religious  despotism,  and  intol- 
erance was  formed  in  the  midst  of  the  opprefsions  and 
persecutions  of  the  Hopkinsian  Church,  which  was  then 
the  only  Church  in  the  Town. 

It  was  inftituted  in  a  mistaken  hope  of  refuge  and  of 
public  usefulnefs,  and  has  these  motives  for  its  apology. 
Its  provifsions  being  found  inadequate  to  its  objects  — 
caused  its  difsolution.  This  state  of  things,  in  connection 
with  a  formal  vote  which  the  Town  conceived  they  might 
confistantly  with  the  conditions  of  their  contract,  pafs  for 
his  difmifsion,  explain  the  reason  why  the  Town  did  not 
vote  Mr.  Worcesters  falar}^  at  the  periods  fpecified  in  the 
petition.  The  obstacles  to  Union  that  our  opposers  pre- 
tend were  created  by  that  compact,  were  by  their  own 
acknowledgement    wholly  removed,  for  they  declare  that 
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they  "Voted  to  Join  with  those  Who  had  been  the  means 
of  removing  their  Pastor"  (meaning  the  afsoeiates  in  the 
compact.)  "in  hearing  Candidates  for  the  Gospel  Minestry 
as  though  no  difficulties  had  heretofore  existed."  It  is  a 
truth  that  may  be  afserted  with  the  utmost  confidence, 
that  the  whole  work  of  "discord"  here  originated  with 
and  has  been  unremitingly  prolonged  by  the  Hopkinsians 
party.  Full  in  proof  of  this  is  their  own  declaration  that 
as  soon  as  the  Town  refused  to  concur  with  them  in  the 
Case  of  a  Candidate,  they  "proceeded  in  imploying,  hire- 
ing  and  paying"  instructors  of  their  own  choice.  Then  it 
was  that  "all  hope  of  harmony  vanished."  Then  was 
destroyed  "all  hope  of  reconciliation."  The  Town  cannot 
refrain  from  an  exprefsion  of  their  astonishment  that  all 
this  should  be  done  by  those  who  have  arrogated  to 
themfelves  exclusively  the  distinction  of  friends  of  "Reli- 
gion and  order,"  but  whose  whole  conduct  has  formed  a 
striking  contrast  to  their  pretentions.  If  it  would  not  be 
tedious  and  unnecefsary  we  would  be  circumstantial. 
Transactions  are  plenteous  and  plenary  to  our  purpose. 
We  shall  pais  them  over  with  one  exception : — The  his- 
tory of  fannatics  Seem  sufficiently  to  Authorise  the  fufpi- 
cion  of  their  inconlistancies  to  preclude  a  particular  recital 
of  their  grofs  and  repeated  absurdities.  To  the  long  cato- 
logue  of  irrelijious  and  disorderly  Acts  we  have  one  to 
mention  of  our  opposers  flagrantly  repugnant  to  the  focial 
regulations  that  are  intended  for  the  preservation  of  our 
rights  civil  and  facred : — They  while  as  at  present,  the 
Minority  of  this  corporation,  Still  holding  their  connec- 
tion with  the  Town,  and  Still  impelling  and  embarrefsing 
to  the  utmost  of  their  power,  all  regular  proceedings  for 
the  Settlement  [204]  Settlement  of  a  minister,  did  by  an 
Ecclesiastical  Council  Specially  felected,  in  disregard  of  a 
folomn  protest  of  the  majority,  place  over  them  an  In- 
structor ! 

This  conduct  so  hostile  to  Religion  and  order  is,  we 
presume,  unprecedented  in  the  Church  Annals  of  our 
Country,  And  we  appeal  to  the  impartial  whether  it  must 
not  have  been  directed  by  the  first  feelings  of  that  dread- 
ful exterminating  fpirit  which,  in  the  name  of  the  God  of 
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Mercy,  has  fcourged  the  earth  with  mercilefs  vengeance? 
Were  not  this  Council  actuated  by  the  proud  and  over- 
bearing fpirit  of  Dioscurus?  And  did  they  not  practice  as 
if,  like  Valentinian,  they  had  power  to  direct  who,  as 
God's  vicegerents,  fhould  be  umpires  in  all  religious  mat- 
ters, and  licenfors  and  dictators  of  preachers  and  preaching  ? 

"There  being  no  religious  fociet}r  in  the  Town  with 
which  the  Church,  and  the  worfhippers  adhereing  to  them, 
could  Join  without  doing  violence  to  their  consciences," 
was  no  more  than  was  the  Cafe  with  a  much  greater 
number  in  opposition  to  them,  And  was  the  Occafion  of 
the  Recognition  of  a  Church  upon  the  rational  and 
Catholic  principles  of  the  Congregational  Churches  of  New 
England. 

Your,  Remonstrants  are  eaqually  fensible  with  the 
Petitioners  that  "the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth give  liberty  of  conscence  to  all  men."  But  no 
liberty  is  given  by  our  Constitution  and  Statutes  to  con- 
travene the  regulations,  nor  disturb  the  tranquillity  of 
society. 

The  petitioners  State  that  they  have  provided  a  method 
for  Supporting  "the  Gospel  in  a  way  not  grievous  to 
themselves,  nor  burdensome  to  any  around  them."  The 
Town  fmcerely  wish  the  petitioners  all  pofsable  consola- 
tion and  religious  improvement  under  the  arrangements 
they  have  made  for  establishing  in  this  region  the  disci- 
pline and  the  principles  they  practice  and  profefs.  But  we 
beg  protection  from  their  enforcment  of  either  by  any 
schemes  they  may  have  devised,  under  the  apparently  lib- 
eral offer  of  maintaining  the  Gospel  minestry  is,  we  appre- 
hend disguised  the  projects  for  recruiting  Auxilliaries  in  a 
warfare  of  principles.  The  request  for  the  exemption  from 
taxes  elsewhere  of  those  who  may  merely  afsemble  with 
the  petitioners  in  publick  worship  is  most  obviously  of  a 
disorganizing  nature  and  tendency,  not  calculated  to  "pro- 
mote religion,  harmony  and  good  order  in  Society,"  And 
for  these  reasons  will,  we  are  confident,  be  rejected  by  the 
Guardians  of  the  public  order  and  peace.  We  are  per- 
suaded that  the  enlightened  Government  of  Maffachufetts 
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will  never  fanction  principles  that  have  a  direct  tendency 
to  Give  to  the  fpirit  of  Proselytism,  a  power  to  prevert 
many  to  a  league  in  plots. 

The  Town  beg  leave  farther  to  represent  to  the  Hon- 
orable Court,  that  of  the  Subfcribers  to  the  proposed  fund 
feventeen  are  not  voters  in  Town  affairs,  and  that  the 
personal  fecurity  of  a  considerable  part  of  them  would 
not  be  accepted  where  their  circumftances  are  known. 

Their  "obligations"  would  form  a  curious  basis  for  a 
permanent  fund,  for  the  dispenfation  of  the  Gospel,  free  of 
expence  to  the  poor. 

The  list  of  male  voters  in  the  Town  comprifes  181  of 
whorae  52  are  reputed  Hopkinlians  (43  having  signd  the 
fund,)  and  39  cleared  by  Certificates  from  Minesteral 
taxes,  leaving  on  the  side  of  the  Town  in  the  Religious 
controversy  91,  who  have  regularly  and  Uniformly  at- 
tended to  the  maintenance  of  the  Gospel  ministry  in  the 
Town.  But  deducting  as  Hopkinlians  those  only  who 
have  fubscribed  to  the  fund  and  the  number  on  the  side 
of  the  Town  will  be  99. 

The  strength  of  the  Hopkinsians  relatively  to  the 
Town  is  lefs  in  property  than  in  numbers.  Adopting  the 
table  of  Valuation  as  the  rule  to  determine  the  propotion 
they  bear,  we  find  the  value  of  the  Estates  of  all  the 
Hopkinsians  who  have  figned  to  the  Fund,  to  be  1579. 
that  of  all  other  persons,  exclufively  of  the  39.  exempted 
from  Ministeral  taxes,  4263.  The  Town  on  another  Occa- 
cion  declared  and  they  now  renew  the  declaration,  "That 
they  have  not  the  least  aversion  to  the  fettlement  of  a 
minester  by  an}T  portion  of  the  people  constituted  a  reli- 
gious fociet}'  according  to  Law."  It  may  be  Superfluous 
to  explain  the  meaning  of  the  Town  to  be,  their  entire 
willingnefs  that  each  feet  may  enjoy  freely  their  own  fen- 
tements,  and  in  their  own  manner,  but  under  restrictions 
that  shall  [205]  shall  bar  their  molestations  of  others, 
and  effectually  check  all  fpecious  and  infidious  meafures 
to  undermine  and  overthrow  fociety. 

Averse  to  an  interruption  of  the  delibarations  of  the 
Legislature    in    the    weightier    concerns    of    the    Common- 
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wealth,  the  Town  forbear  the  minute  and  unefsential  par- 
ticulars of  a  local  contraversy.  But  will  supply  them,  so 
far  as  may  be  necefsary,  in  another  manner. 

For  the  reasons  they  have  ftated  the  Town  of  Fitch- 
burg  respectfully  request  that  the  petition  of  Daniel  Put- 
nam and  others  may  not  be  granted  on  the  principles  they 
have  proposed. 

Voted  that  the  foregoing  Remonstrance  be  accepted, 
and  that  it  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  b}-  Joseph  Fox 
EsqT  our  Reprefentative  and  that  he  take  with  him  certi- 
fied copies  of  such  records  on  the  Towns  books,  and  make 
such  further  details  as  may  be  necefsary.
